Corporation 
agrees to keep all such records on file in a secure location fora minimum of three (3) years 
subsequent to the expiration of this Agreement.

Expiration date 12/31/17 


You have claimed, in writing, that: 

"...we are not required to retain records for more than three years. You have requested a paper file from 2012. 

Thank you for understanding that we cannot accommodate your request. " 

If your statement is true, it means that the BID is in material breach of its contract with the city of Los Angeles (No. C-121683). 

It also means that your lack of understanding of the requirements of the contract with the city that governs the BID calls into 
question your competence to hold the position of Executive Director. 

Your admission of not keeping BID records that are more than 3 years old should require a full audit of BID records and 
record keeping practices. 

I am going to request that either the City Clerk or the City Attorney step in to initiate this process.
